Holdup Nets 
$252,000 


LONDON (AP) - 
A gang of 


eight men ambushed an armored 
truck today and got away with 
90,000 pounds ($252,000) in bank 
notes. 


The holdup occurred on a road 


near Swanley hj Kent. 


The armored truck .was making 


a routine transfer of cash from 
one branch of Martin's Bank — 
one of Britain's biggest financial 
institutions—to another. /. 


The robbers rammed/ it with 


another truck and a car,, black- 
jacked six guards into submission 
arid fled with the loot in another 
truck. A farmer who saw the raid 
said it was all over in less than 
a minute. 


It was the first time the British 


underworld had ventured, on a 
major robbery since a gang of 15 
waylaid a Glasgow-London mail 
train near Cheddington on Aug. 8 
and made off with 2.G million 
pounds ($7.28 million) in bank 
notes. 


So far 13 men and women have 


been arrested and accused of 
complicity in the mail robbery. 
Only 10 per cent of the loot has 
been recovered.

SAN JUAN, P. R. (AP) — Er-|-

. Gale warnings remained in ef- 
fect for the west of Puerto Rico, 
where heavy rains were reported.! 
The Weather Bureau urged resi- 
dents near rivers to be prepared 
to move to higher ground.

The bureau warned of possible 


floods,, especially along the south- 
ern slopes of the lush central 
Cordillera Mountain region

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP)—Sec- 


retary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara toured Viet Nam's cen- 
tral highlands today after receiv- 
ing reassuring reports that' the 
Buddhist campaign against Presi- 
dent NRO Dinh Diem had not hin- 
dered the war against the Com- 
munists in the northern part of 
the country. 


Both U.S. and Vietnamese of- 


ficers in the field told McNamara 
and Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, that the Buddhist crisis had 
diminished neither the scale of 
military1 operations in the north 
nor 
the morale of Vietnamese 


troops. 


Arthur Sylvester,, Assistant Sec- 


retary of defense, said the re- 
ports indicated the impact of the 
Puddhist campaign was "marked- 
ly different 
in the countryside 


from that in the cities." 


Sylvester 
painted a generally 


favorable picture of the U.S.- 
Vietnamese military effort in the 
north and added there was ground 
for "low-key optimism." 


"We appear to be moving for- 


ward," Sylvester said. "Our op-i 
.erations are not completely suc- 
cessful, but they're improving and 
.are, expected, to improve more." 


As evidence of continued coop- 


eration from villagers-in :spite. of i 
the Buddhist crisis; Sylvester'saidi 
the peasantry was; showing a 
greater willingness to report guer- 
rilla movements and that there 
were fewer Viet Cong attacks and 
more government patrols. 
As President Kennedy's chief mil 
itary advisers toured the country. 
the people of South Viet Nam 
went to the polls to elect a new 
123-member National Assembly. 


Results of the election were ex- 


pected to have no influence on the 
authoritarian policies of President 
Diem and his brother Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, the president's chief adviser. 
The assembly has had virtually 
rubber-stamp status since Diem 
started ruling by decree in 1961. 


"The concept of a loyal opposi- 


tion is alien to the form of gov- 
ernment here," one top American 
diplomat commented. 


"We tend to make light of these 


elections," another American ob- 
server said. "But they are democ- 
racy of a rudimentary sort. This 
is better than nothing." 


Nhu put himself forward as a 


candidate for the first time, run- 
ning as an "independent." It is 
expected that he will be named 
president of the assembly. His 
reasons for seeking elective office 
were not known. 


Nhu's politically powerful wife, 


who acts as First Lady for the 
bachelor resident, was an "indo 
pendent" candidate for re-election 
to the assembly. Both she and her 
husband were unopposed,

Treaty's 
Improvement

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Uni^- 


ed States, now that Uie Senate 
has approved the limited nuclear 
test-ban treaty with the Soviet Un- 
ion, is like a man who just made 
a down-payment on a new busi- 
ness although he hasn't figured* 
out what kind. 


The treaty is an improvement 


in the relationship between i(\s 
two countries and could lead to 
better things—President. Kennedy 
spoke of it as a first step—bur/ 
nobody is sure, or could be,( what 
comes next, if anvthing. 


The Soviet Union's Foreign Min- 


ister Andrei A. Gromyko, at the 
United Nations last week pro-

But disarmament conferences are 
not new with either sit'e. 


Since the Russians won't agree 


to an inspection system to prevent 
cheating on disarmament, and thfi, 
United! States won't agree to dis- 
aimament without inspection, it 
was no wonder Gromyko's idea 
caused no gasps. 


When Kennedy followed' Gromy- 


ko at the United Nations with the 
suggestion that the United States 
and-the Soviet Union get together ' 
to send a joint expedition to the ' 
moon, this wasn't new, either. It 
explains why the Russians didn't, 
get excited. 


It wasn't the first time Kennedy - 


had mentioned it to them. 


A White House, spokesman said 


thc> President had' proposed 
the 


joint moon trip to Premier Khru- 
shchev at Vienna in 1961. Khru- 
shchev didn't buy it. And!, oddly 
enough, only two months ago Ken* 
nedy told a news conference it • 
was impractical.

'Munich' 
Becomes a 
Bad Symbol

MUNICH, Germany (AP) - It 


was the day "Munich" came to 
have a new meaning and the um- 
brella became a bitter symbol. 


It was the day, 25 years ago 


when Adolf Hitler and (he pre- 
miers of France and England 
signed 
the 
Munich agreement 


sealing the fate of Czechoslovakia. 


"Munich" came to mean ap- 


peasement. Political critics today 
still speak of "another Munich" 
to condemn real or imagined fail- 
ure to stand fast in the cold war 
that followed Hitler's downfall. 


It all stems from a crisis that 


had the world on the brink of 
war in September 1933. 


A week before the Munich meet- 


ing Hitler brought the crisis to a 
climax in a meeting with Cham- 
berlain at the Dreesen Hotel at 
Bad Godesberg. 


There Hitler declared he could 


no longer wait, for a popular vote 
in the German-speaking border 
areas of Czechoslovakia—the Su- 
cletenrand he coveted. At Berch- 
tesgaden only a week before he 
had agreed to the voting. Now he 
insisted on marching in and oc- 
cupying the area's fortifications 
by Oct. 1. 


Neville 
Ch a m b e riain 
was 


shocked—but he didn't say no. 


The Munich agreement, virtual- 


ly as Hitler wanted it, was signed 
between 2 and 3 a.m. Sept. 30, 
1938, at the Fuehrerbau, the build- 
ing where Hitler had his Munich 
office. 


The structure still stands, and 


that section where the conference 
took place is occupied by the Mu- 
nich Conservatory of Music. 


At Bad Godesberg you can still 


have Hitler's room—106. One of 
the Dreesen family will explain 
that the bed is now in a different 
spot, but the black-and-grcen tiled 
bathroom is the same and so is 
the wonderful view of the Rhine 
and the wooded hiiis beyond. 


Chamberlain made his first trip 


to Germany after 
the 
French 


urged him to make the best deal 
he could on Czechoslovakia, which 
they were bound by treaty to de- 
fend. Hitler had him go all the 
way to Berchtesgaden at the ex- 
treme southeast tip of Germany, 
then an all-day trip from London 
by air and rail. It was the first 
time that Chamberlain, 69, had 
been in a plane. 


The talks were held in Hitler's 


favorite residence, the Berghof, 
on a mountain overlooking Berch- 
tesgaden. (Badly damaged in the 
war, it has been rebuilt as a res- 
taurant). Hitler took Chamberlain 
into his study, the sams room 
where seven months before he 
had browbeaten Chancellor Kurt 
Schuschnigg 
into 
surrendering 


Austrian independence. 


Chamberlain agreed that Hitler 


could have the Sudetenland "on 
the basis of self-determination"— 
that is, the local population would 
decide by a vote. There was re- 
sistance but the Czechs had to 
give in. 


Then, at Bad Godesberg, Hitler 


reneged. War looked almost cer- 
tain despite all the British and 
French could do. They urged Hit- 
ler's fellow dictator—Benito Mus-1 
solini of Italy—to mediate But the 
two dictators agreed that they 
must one day fight the West side 
by side. 


They 
met 
Chamberlain and 


Edouard Daladier, the French 
premier, 
in 
Munich, Sept. 29 


Czechoslovakia was not invited, 
nor was the Soviet Union, which 
insisted on its readiness to fight 
for the Czechs if the 
French 


would. 


Mussolini presented a compro- 


mise drafted for him in Berlin 
The German occupation of the 
Sudetenland was set for comple- 
tion Oct. 10 instead of Oct. l. Ev- 
eryone promised a vote later and 
guarantees for the rest of Czecho- 
slovakia—promises that svere nev- 
er carried out. 


It took 13 hours to arrange the 


details. 


After a few hours' sleep, Cham- 


berlain brought Hitler a pledge 
that the agreement before was 
"symbolic of the desire of our 
two peoples never to go to war 
with one another again." Hitler 
was quick to sign. 


"I believe it is peace in our 


time," Chamberlain told a jubilant 
crowd when he returned to Lon- 
don. 


Less than six months later 


Hitler took over the rest of Czech- 
oslovakia, and six months after 
that he invaded Poland. Britain 
and France then declared war. 


What France and Britain should 


have done in the Munich crisis 
still is controversial. 


In his history of the period. 


Winston Churchill speaks of the 
"Iragedy of Munich" and says: 


"For the French government to 


leave her faithful ally, Czechoslo- 
vakia, to her fate was a melan- 
choly lapse from which flowed 
terrible consequences. The British 
government not only acquiesced 
but encouraged the French gov- 
ernment in a fatal course." 


Had the French honomj their 


pledge to fight for Czechoslovakia, 
many people believe. Britain and 
the Soviet Union would have fol- 
lowed suit. The Czechs bad a cor- 
siderable army.

CUMMINGS PRISON FARM, 


Ark. 
(AP)—An unusual program 


tnder which convicts will provide 
themselves with-spending money 
by donating blood for research 
will be initiated here soon. 


Prison Supt. Dan n;opiiens said 


construction of a building to house 
ti blood plasma dcnation center is 
in the finishing stages and the 
program shouki be launched with- 
in two or three weeks. 


''We expect it to provide about 


$250.000 a year for convict wel- 
fare," Stephens said. "And 
flic 


money will emble us to meet one 
of our most pressing needs." 


The need is Tor funds to provide 


clothing and a token amount of 
spending money fo- eadi coavict 
when lie is released from prison. 


That's a prison need. The money 


also will be used to satisfy the 
convict's need for spending r.ion- 
ey during his ?cnv>. 


''Many of our men don't get a 


cent from outside the whole time 
they are here," Stephens sa'd. 
"Since we don't pav them for the 
work they do, many of them n^ver 
have any monsv." 


Stephens said the convicts greet- 


ed the blood plasma program en- 
thusiastically. 


"It was put on a volunteer bas- 


is," he said, "hut every man vol- 
unteered. Some, of course, won't, 
be able to qualify, but i imagine 
1,200 
to 1.400 of cur 1,700 men 


wil. participate." 


Stephens decided 
to try 
the 


plasma program when he heard 
it had been employed successfully 
af the Oklahoma Slate Penitent- 
iary at McAlester and the Ala- 
bama State Prison at Kilbyi. 


"I went to McAlester to see how 


it worked." he said. "They are 
happy with it over there." 


Stephens got approval for »iw 


idea from the state Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles, which super- 
vises the prison 
system, 
then 


broached the idea to the convicts. 
He 
called in two leaders from 


each of Cummings' eight barracks 
and explained the deal tc them. 


The Stough - Wisdom Research 


Co., 
of McAlester has agreed to 


pay S5 a pint ior plasma. Of th: 
S5. Stephens will withhold $1 Tor 
the prison welfare fund and an- 
other 50 cents for the "gate fund" 
until each convict has a minimum 
of $10 in this fund. The "Gate 
fund" is money accumulated and 
given to the convict en his re 
lecse. 


The convict .-nay do as he pleas- 


es with the remaining S3.50 frr 
each pint of piasma he donates. 
After he has 
S10 in the "-ate 


furd," he will control it for each 
pint of blood. 


And, 
under the new process by 


which the plasma will be taken. 
each convict can g've a pint c1" 
plasma a week. 


The leaders took details of 'he 


plan back to the barracks and the 
prisoners were eager to try the 
program, Stephens said. Stough- 
Wisdom provided a pre-fabricate'l 
building and the convicts erectcci 
it \vith voluntary labor. 


In the plasma taking process 


whole blood is taken from the don- 
or. Plasma and blood corpuscle.- 
arc separated in a centrifuge, then 
the corpuscle are returned to th? 
donor. The entire process taks 2J 
minutes and the man is ready to 
work again immediate!}. 


In 
regular 
blood 
donations 


whole blcod is given and the pa- 
tient is usually weak frr several 
hours. Donations usually are per- 
mitted only once every six weeks. 


"But there's no danger in once- 


a-week donations under this pro- 
cess," Stephens said. "In Okla- 
homa they've taken pbsma from 
one man as many as three timos 
a week without ill effects." 


The money which goes into 10-2 


welfare fund, about SSO.OuO a year. 
Stephens estin<aeW, will be use<! 
to buy release dot'rng and to pro- 
vide spending money for all con- 
victs, even those who aie not do!- 
ating plasma.

parolee who ha>: no morey U> wor'-c 
an additional 10 days it- earn hi-; 
fare to his home.

TALKINGEST SATELLlTEf-Syncom II, the first successful 
"synchronous satellite," has accumulated more message 
time than all other communications satellites combined. 
Since its launching on July 26, it has averaged more than 
15 hours a day of receiving and transmitting signals. Syn- 
com II is called synchronous because its speed in orbit 
22,300 miles high is just enough to keep it above one point 
on the equator (see News-Graphic above). It actually 
wanders in a figure-eight pattern above the same area of 
Brazil and the Atlantic Ocean. Small gas jets, which have 
enough fuel for two years, are periodically fired to main* 
tain and correct Syncom's position.
